West School Complex 


The School Committee has inits 
hands information prepared by 
Committeewoman Virginia H, 
Cole, with the help of school per= 
sonnel, to document for the public 
and state School Business Assist= 
ance Commission the reasons why 
Andover will be just as well off 
with a 24-room addition to the 
West School as the new separate 
school originally contemplated. 

The town voted at a special 
meeting last month, upon recom= 
mendation of the Selectmen and 
Finance Committee and with the 
approval of the school board, to 
prepare plans for an addition to 
the school on Beacon Street rather 
than begin development of a new 
school area. 


In her analysis Mrs, Cole pointed 
out that a large West School com= 
plex would compare favorably with 
the present Central School complex 
which now includes Jackson and 
Stowe schools. 


The Central grouping now in- 
cludes 31 rooms, houses 860 pupils 


and employs 29 teachers and one 
principal, 

The West complex would house 
870 pupils in 36 rooms, and employ 
83 teachers, two principals and 
provide space for specialists, 

The addition would include gym 
facilities for the whole complex 
as well as a cafeteria and audi- 
torium or large group reom for 
the whole student body, 


The advantages listed by Mrs, 
Cole are: 

1, There can be more flexibility 
in grouping when there are more 
children to work with, 

2. There are more possibilities 
for using individual teacher skills 
in a larger school,

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Editorial Comment 


Needed: Compromise 


Greater Lawrence communities — Andover, Lawrence, 
Methuen and North Andover — had until September | to let 
the state Water Resources Commission know what their 
plans were for complying with directives requiring an 
end to municipal pollution of the Merrimack River. More 
specifically, they had until the first of this month to 
supply the Division of Water Pollution Control with ‘‘firm 
assurances’’ that plans for creation of a regional pollution 
district would be drawn in time for legislative action in 
early 1968. 

Three of the four communities met the deadline with 
letters expressing continued interest in a regional solu- 
tion, but reporting as well a complete lack of agreement 
on the subject of representation for the sort of board that 
would have to run a regional facility. Andover went a step 
further than the others, agreeing to proceed with construc- 
tion of a sewage filtration plant of its own if efforts to 
organize a region fail. 

The haggling over representation has stalled action on 
a pollution control project for the better part of two years. 
Nothing really stands in the way of a cooperative project 
but the issue of board membership. 

Andover might be better off — as some local officials 
have felt all along — to forget the negotiating and under- 
take the financial burden of solving her own river pollu- 
tion problem. Perhaps in the end it would be very little 
more expensive, and it would eliminate headaches, no 
doubt of that. 

But the river is a regional problem. It makes no sense 
to split her up and purify piecemeal. To do so is to admit 
that aS communities we are immature and incapable of 
meeting mutual problems for mutual benefit. If we set a 
pattern for isolation now, the first time a really major 
regional project is broached, we will be perpetuating a 
sort of parochialism that will further broaden the gulf 
between Lawrente, Methuen, North Andover and ourselves 
at the very time when residential communities like An- 
dover should be showing greater not less concern for the 
problems of the urban areas off which we feed. 

Andover has shown a willingness to compromise on the 
representation issue, suggesting creation of an advisory 
committee. to form a balance of power with the district 
board. The only municipality in the quartet which has 
been completely negative about any approach to com- 
promise is Lawrence. 

If her officia!s cannot now, at the 11th hour, take a more 
moderate view, they must be prepared to assume respon- 
sibility for forcing their neighbors to independent action. 


The Dropout 


Do you know someone who should be, but is not in 
school today? Someone who ought to be settling down to 
a year of work toward high school graduation who has 
instead decided, prematurely, to finish his education in 
the school of hard knocks? 

If you do, bring whatever pressure you can to bear on 
him or upon his family to see that he gets back into school 
where he belongs. Otherwise he is likely to join the 
hoards of others who are caught in the treadmill of poverty 
and unemployment that exists today for large segments of 
our population. 

Right now there are 2 million youngsters in this country 
between the ages of 16 and 21 who left school without a 
high school diploma. Nearly a fourth of them are un- 
employed and most of the rest are stuck in dead-end jobs, 
without any real future. 

The Federal Government reports large gains in the fight 
against ignorance, unemployment and poverty, but despite 
a two-year Education Campaign, the dropout rate last year 
was still 18 percent. 

It is too high a percentage to tolerate. The government 
reports the frightening fact that at the current dropout 
rate, there will be 32 million adults in the labor force 
without a high school education by 1975. 

The efforts being made to keep our youth in school need 
the support of every citizen. 

Those who have already made the mistake need to be 
counseled and guided into training that will develop skills 
for today’s jobs. Those who are contemplating leaving 
school ill-equipped should receive help from the business 
community in the form of part-time jobs if they are thinking 
of warping their future because of the immediate economic 
needs of their families, or from the schools and various 
social agencies if their reasons are more complex. 

This country needs more, not fewer trained workers, If 
we are to solve the social problems that plague us, we 


must urge every young citizen to grow to the outermost 


limits of his capabilities. 


As Others See It 


If the Administration in Wash= 
ington has no intention of taking 
courageous, constructive action to 
ward off inflation, it should stop 
pretending that it has, Instead of 
dithering about, instead of con= 
fining itself to anguished expres= 
sions of distress, instead of lying 
flat on its back whenever labor 
roars, the White House might as 
well admit that it lacks the political 
courage and the economic wisdom 
to do something effective about 
soaring wages and prices, 

We agree with Gardner Ackley, 
chairman of President Johnson’s 
Council of Economic Advisors, that 
the action of large steel companies 
in raising the price of steel bars 
by nearly 2percentis ‘‘particular- 
ly distressing.”’ 

But it would be unfair to single 
out steel for corrective federal
